Town reports 2012 building value statistics

Building permit values 
for 2012 set a record for 
the town, as the total con¬ 
struction value of new 
buildings came in just over 
$21.0 million, according to 
officials. 

Dani Woodman, develop¬ 
ment officer for the Town 
of Didsbury, said that 2012 
was a good year for the 
town, though housing was 
lacking in comparison to 
commercial and industrial 
development. 

“Commercial and indus¬ 
trial were better this year. 
We’re hoping for more 
housing starts of course in 


the new year and we do 
have some (already),” said 
Woodman. 

“We’ve heard rumours 
about things coming in for 
the new year as well, so 
we’re hoping that it’s going 
to be a good year again.” 

One of the big reasons 
the total for 2012 is so big 
is because of the Bethany 
CM Centre (BCC), she 
said. 

The record-setting year 
totalled about $4.8 million 
higher than the second- 
best year, which was 
2007—totalling just under 
$ 16.fi million. 

Total construction value, 
Woodman explained, is the 
total value of what was 



being built. 

According to the town’s 
accounting for develop¬ 
ment activity for 2012, 
almost $10.7 million was 
residential—which includ¬ 
ed the BCC-41.6 million 
was commercial/industrial, 
and $21,600 was catego¬ 
rized as other, which 
counts additions and 
garages. 

These numbers do not 
include Reimer Plaza and 
Heritage Crossing, as they 
were counted in 2011, 
Woodman noted, adding 
that Shantz Crossing was 


not included in the total 
either. 

These numbers support 
the hope of many officials 
that the town may be see¬ 
ing t he first signs of an eco¬ 
nomic upswing. 

“I’m hoping things are in 
the upswing again,” she 
said. “There seems to be a 
lot more interest again in 
the commercial and the 
industrial end of things, 
and of course with that 
comes the offshoots of res¬ 
idential and so on.” 

Though the residential 
sector didn’t see much in 


the way of development, 
she said because of the 
new businesses moving in, 
more residents and fami¬ 
lies will follow. 

“If some of the new 
industry does come in, that 
will bring in new residents 
as well, so it all trickles 
down," she said. 

“You don’t just make 
money off the industrial. 
There’s the big trickle- 
down effect of the residen¬ 
tial, housing sales, and new 
residents in town, which 
all affects the shopping in 
town-businesses make 


more money because 
there’s more people to 
shop.” 

In total, 6.1 permits were 
issued in 2012. The per¬ 
mits, categorically, are: 17 
commercial, 84 residential, 
two industrial, two institu¬ 
tional, and eight other 
(such as additions like 
decks and garages). 

Permit numbers for past 
years: in 2011, there was a 
total of 60 permits; 2010 
totalled 08; 2000 totalled 
126; 2008 totalled 129; 2007 
totalled 164; 2006 totalled 
152; and 2005 totalled 107.

serious criminal charges 
which would involve negli¬ 
gence causing death, as 
well as mischief charges.” 

He is asking any witness¬ 
es to contact the Didsbury 
RCMP if they saw some¬ 
thing suspicious. 

Cpl. Clint Gulash added 
that, especially during the 
holiday season, there are 
many drivers coming 
through who don’t know 
the area, and may not 
know that the road ends, 
which could lead to injury 
or even death. 

Mailbox 

recovered 

Just off of Highway 580 
near Rge. Rd. 23, Rural 
Crime Watch volunteers 
came across a Canada Post 
mailbox that is presumed 
to have been stolen by the 
mail thieves that were 
caught recently by police, 
said Cpl. Clint Gulash. 

“The mailbox where we 
knew some of the mail had 
gone missing from had not 
turned up,” said Jacobson. 

“Based on a Rural Crime 
Watch fan-out, one of the 
Rural Crime Watch mem¬ 
bers actually observed it in 
a ditch in the area.” 

Gulash said it was tucked 
between a copse of trees 
and some tall grass. 

“Unfortunately, due to 
how long it had been out¬ 
side, we found no forensic 
evidence that we were 
able to pull off of it," he 
noted, “but the box was 
returned to Canada Post so 
thal they can replace it or 
recycle it.” 

Jacobson said that they 
appreciated the efforts of 
the Rural Crime Watch 
team, because otherwise 
the box could have been 
sitting there for much 
longer. 


“They do make a differ¬ 
ence and we appreciate the 
efforts that they do put in,” 
said Jacobson, “and we 
encourage residents that 
live in the niral areas to 
sign up for Rural Crime 
Watch for that reason.” 

Fuel theft 

East of Didsbury and 
about a mile south of 
Highway 582, sometime on 
Christmas Day, somebody 
went onto a rural property 
and stole 450 gallons of 
gasoline, said Jacobson. 

“It also appears they 
Tilled up a jerry can with 
diesel and then cut the line, 
which led to the rest of the 
500 gallons of fuel to leak 
onto the ground," he 
added. 

“Based on our scene 
exam, it would appear that 
there was an individual and 
a dog, as well as a truck of 
some sort that would have 
been involved at that 
scene.” 

He said that if any niral 
residents had strangers 
come to their door around 
that time, the police would 
like to hear from them. 

“Given the amount of fuel 
that was stolen, I’m under 
the impression that they 
would have had to have 
had something significant 
to load it into, as opposed 
to a regular fuel tank,” he 
noted. 


Ditch cruising 

On Dec. 31, between mid¬ 
night and 8 a.m., between 
Range Roads 34 and 35, 
along Twp. Rd. 303, a vehi¬ 
cle entered the ditch, tak¬ 
ing out four fence posts 
before returning to the 
road, said Gulash. 

The colour of the vehicle 
is unknown. However, due 


to debris that was left 
behind, police believe that 
it may have been a 
Chevrolet Silverado, made 
between 2011 and 2013. 

They are asking anybody 
who may see a Silverado 
with substantial front-end, 
passenger-side damage to 
contact the Didsbury 
RCMP with any informa¬ 
tion. 

“W’hoever it was came 
within inches of hitting a 
bunch of spruce trees there 
too, and they wouldn’t have 
been going anywhere," said 
Gulash. 

Jacobson said that in 
many cases, people don’t 
realize thal if they damage 
private property, that they 
are required to report it to 
the owner. If they cannot 
locate the owner, they 
should report it to police. 

Gulash said, “Luckily, 
this wasn’t like a fence that 
was holding cattle or any¬ 
thing. It was just an aes¬ 
thetic fence kind of thing 
for his property. 

“But by not reporting it, 
you could have cattle get 
out on the road and create 
more hazards for other

RCMP want to remind 
snowmobilers to be safe 
this winter, to make sure to 
use proper headgear and 
be safe while eqjoying the 
sledding weather. 

“Because it seems that 
every year we get fatalities 
from people falling off 
sleds and tutting their head 
or hitting a tree or whatev¬ 
er,” said Gulash. 

He wanted to remind 
snowmobilers to drive 
responsibly, wear the prop¬ 
er gear, and make sure they 
let people know where 
they’re going before they 
embark.
